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A    Measure   of    Righteousness

"TITHE  PAYING  is  a  measure  of 
'  righteousness.  It  is  an  evidence  of 
sincerity.  It  opens  the  door  to  a  oneness 
with  God  and  a  partnership  with  Him 
in  the  daily  affairs  of  life.  The  tithe- 
payer  manifests  a  willingness  to  sub- 
scribe to  God's  laws  and  to  abide  in  the 
truth.  In  so  doing  he  gains  strength ; 
he  suppresses  selfishness  and  joins  in  the 
programme  outlined  a.nd  specified  for 
man's  exaltation.  Tithe  paying  is  a 
barrier  against  greed  and  avarice  which 
canker  the  soul.  It  provides  an  exercise 
of  faith  so  essential  to  spiritual  develop- 
ment. It  builds  character,  strengthens 
the  moral  fibre,  enlarges  the  soul  and 
makes  for  happiness  and  contentment. 

Tithing,  as  a  law,  is  older  than  Israel. 
Abraham,  Prophet  and  Patriarch,  paid 
tithing.  He  did  so  as  an  acknowledg- 
ment of  his  blessings.  It  was  an  expres- 
sion of  his  gratitude  to  God  and  a  mani- 
festation of  his  faith.  Jacob,  his  grand- 
son, similarly  blessed,  made  a  covenant 
with  God  that  "of  all  thou  shalt  give  me 
I  will  surely  give  a  tenth  unto  thee". 
(Gen.  28:22.)  It  became  a  standing  law 
in  Israel  and  furnished  the  revenues 
which  supported  its  religious  devotions. 
The  law  of  Moses  specifically  stated  that 
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"all  the  tithe  of  the  land,  whether  of  the 
seed  of  the  land,  or  the  fruit  of  the  tree, 
is  the  Lord's  :  it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord". 
(Leviticus  27:30.)  The  Lord's  people 
have  always  lived  under  the  law  of  the 
tithe.  That  law  recognises  the  Lord's  in- 
terest in  everything  mankind  produces. 
That  interest  was  to  be  used  for  religious

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EDITORIAL 


The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
'  Day  v'^aints  is  a  very  real  institution 
which  is  both  visible  and  tangible.  It  is 
something  more  than  an  organization 
which  comprises  a  ])ody  of  religious  doc- 
trine or  theological  dogma.  The  Churcli 
embodies  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  whicli 
is,  as  Paul  stated,  "the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation."  It  is  the  vehicle  by  which  we 
may  nuitually   work  out   our  salvation. 

Mormonism  is  religion  in  its  broadest 
and  most  practical  sense — a  way  of  life. 
It  came  into  the  world  as  a  potentially  per- 
fect social  order,  as  a  divine  call  to  build 
a  righteous  communit_\-,  a  Zion,  a  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth  ! 

Mormonism  has  always  been  a  commun- 
ity activity  movement,  a  community  build- 
ing 'program.  As  Latter  Day  Saints  we 
look  to  the  ideal  of  a  balanced  life,  and 
through  its  auxiliaries,  the  Church  pro- 
vides and  caters  for  our  various  needs  for 
personal  and  social  development.  In  the 
Church  we  don't  have  a  paid  ministry  l)ut 
rather,  the  lay  members  preside  and  act  as 
teachers  in  the  various  organisations.  We 
are  reared  and  taught  to  l:)elieve  that  we 
should  fill  any  position  which  we  are 
asked  to  take,  willingly  and  with  a  glad 
heart. 

There  is  a  vast  difference  b^^^n  a  real 
Latter  Day  Saint  and  a  Mofinbn.  -^any 
Mormons  have  not  yet  paftgken  of  tlie  re- 
fining influences  of  the  Gospel  to  enable 
them  to  become  Latter  Day  Saints.  The 
latter  live  the  Gospel  in  their  daily  lives 
and  accept  the  counsel  of  the  Church 
leaders  at  all  times.  Another  big  difference 
between  them  is  in  the  matter  of  Church 
activity.  To  receive  the  blessings  of  the 
Gospel  and  to  be  a  happy  Latter  Day 
.Saint  a  person  must  keep  active  in  Church 
duties.  Some  members  have  never  been 
active  and  are  content  to  sit  back  and  say 
"Amen."  Others  have  stopped  being 
active  and  prefer  to  tell  about  their  accom- 


plishments and  activities  of  the  past.  As 
in  other  worthwhile  things,  the  race  is  not 
to  the  swift  nor  to  the  fast  but  to  him  who 
endureth  to  the  end.  We  must  continually 
be  active  in  the  Church  if  we  expect  to 
keep  happy  and  merit  the  reward  of  satis- 
faction from  service. 

The  large  group  of  missionaries  in  vSouth 
Africa  are  extremely  happy  in  their  work 
because  they  are  active  in  spreading  the 
Gospel  and  have  truly  discovered  for  them- 
selves the  secret  of  the  Master  wherein  He 
stated  that  he  who  would  be  greatest 
among  his  fello\\s  nmst  be  the  servant  of 
all. 

There  are  hundreds  of  people  in  South 
Africa  who  testify  that  they  have  found 
great  joy  in  their  Church  service,  and  in 
keeping  occupied.  Service  to  others  brings 
joy,  and  as  the  poet  has  said,  "You  can't 
spread  the  perfume  of  happiness  among 
others  without  spilling  a  few  drops  on 
yourself." 

There  may  be  some  personal  sacrifices 
to  be  made  in  accepting  the  Gospel  but 
there  are  satisfying  rewards  for  discharg- 
ing our  responsibilities.  Let  us  each  per- 
form our  duties  each  day  and  we  will  find 
the  same  joy  and  happiness  in  our  work 
which  are  so  apparent  in  the  lives  of  the 
missionaries   who  labour  among  us. 

The  beginning  of  February  is  the  time 
of  year  when  the  various  auxiliary  organi- 
sations of  the  Church  in  South  Africa  com- 
mence their  year's  activities.  I  urge  you 
to  accept  the  positions  and  assume  the  re- 
sponsibilities appointed  unto  you.  Do  so 
with  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  for  the 
opportunity  to  serve,  and  ^vith  a  pra_ver  in 
your  heart  and  firm  desire  to  do  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  and  thereby  you  will  assist 
to  actually  build  the  Kingdom  of  God  here 
in  sunny  vSoutli  Africa.

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"THOU  SHALT  LOVE  .  .  ."

IXING  BENJAMIN  in  his  most  stirring 
■^oration  before  the  people  of  Zarahemla 
many  centuries  ago  explained  the  true  basis 
of  Christian  worship  when  he  said :  "When 
ye  are  in  the  service  of  your  fellow  beings 
ye  are  only  in  the  service  of  your  God." 
In  to-day's  world  of  Huxlej^  and  Machia- 
velli  we  sometimes  lose  sight  of  that  funda- 
mental precept  of  Christian  worship,  that 
true  love  for  God  is  best  expressed  in  com- 
passionate service  of  our  fellow  beings. 
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Christ  said  to  His  disciples:  "If  ye  love 
me,  ye  will  keep  my  commandments,"  and 
"Not  everyone  that  saith  to  me  Lord,  Lord 
shall  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven; 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  Heaven."  What  did  He  mean 
by  "The  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
Heaven"?  and  which  commandments  did 
He  say  we  must  live  if  we  are  to  show  our 
love  for  Him?  In  Matthew  we  read  where 
a  learned  man  asked  those  questions  of  the 
Master  and  received  this  answer:  "Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart  and  with  all  thy  soul  and  with  all 
thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  com- 
mandment and  the  second  is  like  unto  it, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the 
law  and  the  prophets." 


Paul  in  writing  to  his  beloved  friend 
Timothy  gave  us:  "Now  the  end  of  ihe 
commandment  is  charity  out  of  a  pure 
heart."  Again  in  II  Corinthians  Paul  tells 
us  that  love  through  charity  is  the  greatest 
of  the  three  theological  virtues.  So  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  called  the  Gospel 
of  love,  is  based  on  the  principle  of  a  love 
of  God  through  service  and  devotion  to  our 
fellow  men.  The  life  of  the  Master  will 
stand  throughout  all  ages  as  the  glowing 
example  of  the  most  profound  application 
of  this  principle.  "The  love  of  Christ 
passeth  all  knowledge." 

Christ  taught  us  in  simple  and  yet 
strikingly  beautiful  language  how  we 
might  fulfill  both  of  the  great  command- 
ments. In  St.  Matthew  we  read  his  words : 
"For  I  was  an  hungred  and  ye  gave  me 
meat :  I  was  thirsty  and  ye  gave  me  drink : 
I  was  a  stranger  and  ye  took  me  in :  Naked 
and  ye  clothed  me :  I  was  sick  and  ye 
visited  me :  I  was  in  prison  and  ye  came 
unto  me.  Then  shall  the  righteous  answer 
Him  saying  Lord,  when  saw  we  thee  a 
stranger  and  took  thee  in  or  naked  and 
clothed  thee.  Or  when  saw  we  thee  sicic 
or  in  prison  and  came  unto  thee?  And  the 
king  shall  answer  that  day  unto  them  verily 
I  say  unto  you  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me."  Again,  in  the 
Epistle  of  James,  we  are  told  that  pure  -e- 
ligion  is  simply  to  visit  the  fatherless  ani 
widows  in  their  afflications. 

Our  scriptural  accounts  of  the  Lord's 
acceptance  of  the  City  of  Enoch  have  no 
equal  anywhere.  The  people  of  Enoch 
loved  their  leader  and  followed  his  right- 
eous council.  He  told  them  to  consecrate 
their  material  goods  and  talents  to  the 
benefit  of  the  community  that  the  poor 
might  share  with  the  wealthy.  He  told 
them  that  God  had  given  them  everything

purposes.     The  tribe  of  Levi,  instead  of 
receiving  an  allotment  of  territory,   was 
given  the  tithes  of  the  people. 

Malachi,  the  Prophet,  who  spoke  in  a 
clear,  strong  voice,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing test  to  ancient  Israel :  "Bring  ye  all 
the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,  that  there 
may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove 
me  now  herewith,  said  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of 
heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that 
there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive 
it".  (Malachi  3:10.)  Centuries  later 
Jesus  quoted  these  words  to  the  Nephites 
on  the  American  continent  and  thus  ap- 
proved, not  only  the  commandment,  but 
the  promise  connected  with  it. 

In  the  days  of  Jesus  the  devout  Jews 
regarded  the  payment  of  tithing  as  an 
essential  requirement  of  their  religious 
obligations.  "I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I 
possess",  said  the  boastful  and  self- 
righteous  Pharisee  in  the  parable  of  the 
Pharisee  and  the  Publican.  (St,  Luke 
18  :  12.)  Evidently  the  Jews  then  paid  a 
tenth  of  their  garden  products  as  a  church 
offering,  for  Jesus  in  His  unparalleled 
denunciation  of  their  superficial  service 
said :  "Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and  Phari- 
sees, hypocrites  !  for  ye  pay  tithes  of  mint 
and  anise  and  cummin,  and  have  omitted 
the  weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judg- 
ment, mercy,  and  faith :  these  ought  ye 
to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other 
undone".  (Matt.  23:23.)  Here  again, 
Jesus  placed  His  stamp  of  approval  on 
tithe  paying.  ■  -  •'  '         — 


The  law  of  tithing  as  laid  down  in 
modern  revelation  is  explicit  and  forth- 
right. The  implied  promises  and  bless- 
ings are  the  same  as  those  given  anciently, 
and  its  purpose  is  "to  prepare  them  against 
the  day  of  vengeance  and  burning",  (D. 
and  C.  Section  85  :  3)  "for  he  that  is  tithed 
shall  not  be  burned".  (D.  and  C.  Section 
64:23.)  Thus  the  law  becomes  a  prin- 
ciple of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  Its  observance  is 
binding  on  all  those  with  incomes,  and 
extends  to  all  those  whose  names  are  en- 
rolled with  the  people  of  God. 

Tithe  paying  reflects  spirituality  and 
obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  re- 
stored Gospel.  It  signifies  an  enduring 
faith  in  God  and  in  His  promises.  It  is 
a  demonstration  of  loyalty  to  the  great 
and  important  task  of  establishing  God's 
kingdom  upon  the  earth.  The  tithe-payer 
participates  in  the  programme  of  saving 
souls  and  gives  financial  support  to  a  far- 
reaching  plan  for  the  redemption  and  re- 
generation of  the  human  family.  Negli- 
gence and  carelessness  in  regard  to  this 
obligation  is  an  indication  of  weakness 
and  unbelief. 

The  Church  has  grown  and  expanded ;  j 
the  Gospel  message  has  been  preached,  I 
published  and  explained;  temples, 
churches,  schools,  and  seminaries  have 
been  built ;  missions  have  been  established 
and  a  missionary  enterprise  has  gone  for- 
ward among  the  nations  because  loyal  and 
devoted  Latter-day  Saints  have  observed

D  E-EMPHASIS  on  the  Book  of  Mormon

"I  cannot  get  away  from  a  feeling  that 
we  have  gone  too  far  afield  in  our  mi>"--.ion- 
ary  work,  from  this  great  witness  of  the 
restored  gospel  by  using  so  many  books 


and  tracts  written  about  ihe  Book  of  Mor- 
mon. Only  the  Book  of  Mormon  bears 
such  a  promise  as  contained  in  the  tenth 
chapter  and  fourth  verse  of  the  book  of 
Moroni.

"You  too  may  receive  greater  joy  and 
blessings  than  in  any  other  way  by  giving, 
through  your  w?hole  life,  the  consideration 
to  the  distribution  of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
that  the  Lord  expects  of  all  His  servants. 
I  have  a  deep  conviction  that  no  one  can 
fail  who  heeds  the  voice  I  heard  on  the 
Hill  Cumorah. 

"Homes  with  Bibles  in  them  are  gener- 
ally called  Christian  homes — the  Book  of 
Mormon  will  also  work  righteousness  in 
any  home,  so  keep  it  foremost  in  all  your 
contacts."

they  possessed — tliat  they  were  but  ste- 
wards of  their  property  for  a  brief  life-span 
— and  that  they  might  best  use  their 
material  belongings  to  help  make  the  lot 
of  their  brothers  lighter.  The  Lord  prom- 
ised Enoch  and  all  who  followed  him  great 
blessings  if  they  would  but  live  the  doc- 
trine of  "love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself." 

We  read  in  the  writings  of  Moses  in  the 
Pearl  of  Great  Price  of  the  fulfillment  of 
this  promise.  It  reads  :  "Enoch  and  all  Ht, 
people  walked  with  God  and  He  dwelt  in 
the  midst  of  Zion  and  it  came  to  pass  that 
Zion  was  not,  for  God  received  it  up  into 
His  own  bosom."  In  the  Book  of  JVIormon 
we  read  of  God's  promises  to  the  Nephites 
which  were  always  contingent  on  the  right- 
eousness of  the  people.  Whole  cities  and 
w^hole  nations  as  well  as  indivdials  are 
governed  by  the  same  eternal  law :  We  are 
blessed  in  direct  proportion  to  our  love  of 
God  as  tested  by  our  willingness  to  serve 
His  children,  our  fellow  beings." 

In  the  mission  field,  where  the  truth  of 
our  Gospel  message  is  often  measured  in 
terms  of  the  daily  actions  of  LDS  members, 
the  love  we  display  for  our  fellow  beings 
is  our  best  sermon  to  the  world.  "We  can 
witness  of  their  sincerity  because  of  their 
love  towards  their  brethren."  The  adver- 
sary's most  insidious  weapon  is  the  en- 
couragement of  fault-finding,  back-biting, 
and  disloyalty  within  the  membership  of 
Christ's  restored  church.  In  several  mis- 
sions whole  branches  have  become  inactive 
and  disorganized  through  thoughtless  gos- 
siping. No  one  can  misunderstand  or  fail 
to  grasp  the  scope  of  the  Master's  poignant 
declaration  :  "A  new  commandment  I  give 
unto  you  that  ye  love  one  another  as  I  have 
loved  you  that  ye  also  love  one  aonther. 
By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my 
disciples  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another." 
If  we  do  not  let  our  light  so  shine  before 
men  by  our  love  and  loyalt}'  for  one 
another,  then  all  of  our  missionary  activi- 
ties here  in  South  Africa  are  indeed  as 
"sounding  brass  and  tinkling  cymbals." 

One  of  our  Latter-day  Saint  hymns  sums 
up  well  the  basis  of  apj^lied  Christianity  : 


"Have  I  done  any  good  in  the  world  to- 
day, have  I  helped  anyone  in  need?  Have 
I  cheered  up  the  sad,  made  someone  feel 
glad?     If  not,  I  have  failed  indeed.  ' 

WHO'S    NEXT? 

On  the  morning  of  January  6,  1949,  four 
cheerful  Elders  left  Cumorah  on  foot  with- 
out purse  or  script  headed  for  the  country- . 
They  were  Polders  J.  Golden  Barton  and 
A.  Mickey  Duncan,  who  went  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Somerset  Strand  and  Stellenbosch, 
and  Elders  Grant  F.  Chandler  and  Nicho- 
las G.  Smith,  who  headed  towards  Welling- 
ton and  Worcester. 

The  Elders  carried  only  a  change  of 
clothing,  a  few  copies  of  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon, and  some  tracts.  The  rest  of  the 
Polders  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  outcome 
of  this  venture  because  they're  all  wonder- 
ing who's  going  to  be  next.
